Millions in Paper Money Destroyed 
By the Banks, 

The report that an American wom- 
an had been fatally poisoned as the 
result of carrying bills in her stock- 
ing led to inquiries beimg made of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce regard- 
of soiled bank 
paper, by Anne Merrill, who writes 
interestingly in the Mail and Empire 
regarding the procedure of cremating 
money. That the fatality resulted 
from infection from bank notes is re- 
garded as very doubtful—it was prob- 
wbly a coincidence; 50 years’ experi- 
ence in Canadian banking has not re- 
corded a case of the kind, 

The effort of the banks is to take

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«Must Keep Money 
In Canada Says | 
Minister of Finance

Toronto.—On the authority of Sir 
Henry Drayton, minister of finance, 
the following statement has been is- 
sued regarding the financial situation 
in Canada: 

“Owing to the financial conditions 
arising from the war and the change 
in Canada in recent months from a 
favorable trade balance to an ad- 
verse trade balanee, the minister of 
finance has requested the Canadian 
banks to decline to facilitate the im- 
portation 6r carrying of Canadian 
and other securities which have been 
held abroad. To that end the min- 
ister is requesting the banks to have 
purchasers of sterling or foreign ex- 
change in amounts of a thousand dol- 
lars or over, and drawees of drafts 
received for collection from outside 
of Canada for the like amounts, cer- 
tify that the exchange so required or 
the draft from abroad does not repre- 
sent the purchase outside of Canada 
of such securities. 

“The minister is of the opinion that 
it is impossible for Canada to absorb 
this portion of its foreign debt or for- 
eign securities at the present juncture 
without embarrassment to general fin- 
ancial conditions. Every available 
dollar in Canada is required for the 
business of handling the crop move- 
ment and if money is withdrawn in 
the way referred to, the withdrawal 
will seriously affect and restrict the 
commercial activities of the country.”

GREAT DAMAGE} RAILWAY RATES 


JUDGMENT OF BOARD HAS 
BEEN ISSUED. 


Advance in Wages and Operating 
Expenses Necessitated Raise 
In Rates. 

Ottawa.—The judgment of the 
board of railway commissioners in 
the railway rate case, covering some 
20 typewritten foolscap pages, nas 
been issued. It was written by Hon. 
F. B. Carvell, chief commissioner, and 
is concurred in by four of the other 
live commissioners composing the 
board. It states the reasons of the 
board for artiving at the decision 
to grant increases in freight and 
passenger rates and emphasizes the 
fact that the railways have not re- 
ceived advances in rates consistent 
with the advancing cost of opera- 
tion. 

“T realize,” said Mr. Carvell, “that 
these rates will be a substantial bur- 
den upon the people of Canada, but 
it was admitted by all parties at the 
hearing that thecost of everything 
entering into he operation and 
mainenance of railways has in- 
creased more than 100 per cent. in 
the last four years while the railway 
companies have been granted in- 
creases in what are known as the 15 
per cent. and 25 per cent. cases, 
amounting on an average to not more 
than 35 per cent.” 

The judgment lays emphasis upon 
the fact that a large proportion of 
the increase granted will be taken 
up in maintaining the increased 
wages which the employees of Cana- 
dian railways will receive when the 
Chicago wage award schedule goes 
into effect in Canada.

G. Kelly, speaking for the Railway 
Association of Canada, stated that 
they had decided to pay the railway 
employees the rates granted to the 
American employees by the Chicago

Dr. Grisdale Emptasizes this Neces- 
sary Factor of Permanetncy in 
Prosperous Agriculture 
“The maintaining of the farm in a 
condition free from weeds and keep- 
ing the moisture-holding power of 
the land as high as possible are’ fac- 
tors that are of prime 
A crop rotation, therefore, that is sat- 


isfactory makes préparations both by; 
getting the soil in right shape and by 
cultural methods to hold that moist- 
ure as well as it possibly can be held, 
by storing all the moisture that comes 
along. 

“Another advantage in crop rota- 
tion is the conservation of the fertil- 
ity and the maintenance, if not the 
increasing, of the fibre content of the} 
soil. 

“Nearly all farmers are following 
rotations. They get into the habit 
of following some kind of a system, 
and if you are handling some land 
year after year you are bound to have 
some kind of a scheme worked out. 
Unfortunately we have too many 
farmers with a bad scheme—a bad 
rotation. What we want to get in- 
troduced on every farm is a good ro- 
tation, and what is a+ good rotation 
on one farm is not necessarily the 
best rotation on another. That we 
appreciate this is shown by the fact 
that we have on trial on our experi- 
mental farms some twenty-odd rota- 
tions in the West. 

“I think the most important step 
in progression to be made on these 
prairies is the introduction of a bet- 
ter rotation, We have a rotation now, 
but it is a bad one. What we want 
to do is to change it and put a better 
one in, and that is what we are try- 
ing to reach at this Conservation 
mecting. If we could get that change 
—if we could get the farmers of this 
country thinking along that line, the 
changing from that three-year rota- 
tion in the West to four-year in the 
eastern part of these prairies, includ 
ing a summerfallow in each case, an 
considering all the possibilities of our 
hoed or cultivated crop, we shall have 
done more for agriculture in 
provinces than any other convention 
or meeting of men has ever done in 
the history of the Prairies.’—From 
address of Dr. J. H. Grisdale, at Con 
ference on Soil Fertility of the Com- 
mission of Conservation at Winnipeg.

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Agricultural Wealth 


Of the Dominion is 
Making Rapid Increase 


The gross value of the agricultural 
wealth of Canada in the year 1919 has 
been estimated by tl Governnient at 
$7,379,299,000, and is arrived at in the 
following manner. The total estima- 
ted agricultural production for the 
year is $1,975,841,000, From carefully 
compiled statistics, the value of farm 
land throughout the Dorinion is 
computed at $2,792,299,000; buildings 
at $927,548,000; implements at $387,- 
079,000; and farm live stock at 
$1,296,602,000. All these items are 
added to the annual agricultural pro- 
duction and the result is the Dorain- 
ion’s gross agricultural wealth. 

That agricultural wealth is increas- 
ing every year is obvious from the 
fact that cach year sees in:reased 
settlement and new areas made pro 
ductive, with a consequent augmea- 
tation in crop production. With the 
settling of new territories, the pene- 
tration of railroads, the other advan- 
tages which follow in its wake, land 
naturally increases in value, numerous 
farm buildings spring up, farm stock

Bombing Planes Can Be Guided By 
Hertzian Waves 
The Montreal Gazette publishes 
following from Paris:

“Flying torpedoes directed by 
Hertzian waves would be used if a 
new war broke out tomorrow,” says 
an aviation cxpert in the Petit 
Journal. The writer declares that 
the latest experiments of the 
French aviation service have oved 


that five or six small and inexpensive 
bombing planes without a pilot or 
mechanic, can be successfully guided 
by a shepherd in a larger plane by 
| means of the Hertzian waves. 
“Already during the last year of the 
| war, the Dutchman, Fokker, had re- 
| ceived an order for a similar appar- 
jatus from the German War Office. 
| Neither he nor the French had then 
developed the machine to a practical 
point, but in the winter of the same 
year, just after the armistice, the Vos- 
sin firm conducted a series of experi- 
ments at the aerodrome at Crotoy. 
The flying torpedo was then too light 
and swift for its shepherd. During

The falling off in production is 
stated to be greater in Nova Scotia 
than any other province in the Do- 
minion, In 1913 Nova Scotia pro- 
duced 8,000,000 tons, while in 1919 she 
produced only 5,700,000 tons.

Rural Schools Predominate 


Seventy-five Per Cent. of Total En- 
rolment in Saskatchewan is in the 
Country. 

In Saskatchewan about seventy-five 
per cent. of the total school enrol- 
ment is found in the village and rural 


schools. In addition,-all the town 
schools contain a large rural element 
while our cities are rot yet sufficient- 
ly large to be entirely removed from 
the influence 6f the rural environ- 
ment. This predominance of our 
rural school population has been kept 
in view when framing the various 
courses of the elementary curriculum. 

Agriculture is a subject of study for 
Grades VII. and VIII. While it 
treats every phase of this important 
industry it is developed from the na- 
ture study point of view rather than 
as a science subject, the course being 
designed to be the crown or top stope 
of the nature study work of the pre- 
vious grades. This method of treat 
ment is advocated so as to keep the 
work definitely related to the environ- 
ment of the pupil, and to permit of 
such modification of subject matter 
as will best meet local requirements. 

The practical working out of the 
course seems to indicate that the 
present method is quite satisfactory. 
Gardening and poultry hold the chief 
place of interest in many larger cen- 
tres without in any way preventing 
the development of a full course, 
while throughout the country local in- 
colours the character of the 
work being attempted.—Augustus H. 
Ball, M.A., LL.BB., Deputy Minister 
of Education.

expressed by farmers over the fact 
that they find moldy spots in their 
silage. Some report that the losses 


from molds in silage. amount to a 


good deal. Others express the opin- 
ion that moldy silage is poisonous to 
all classes of livestock, What are 
the facts? 

There are several kinds of molds 
that appear in silage depending upon 
the conditions favoring their growth. 
The amount of mold invariably de- 


pends upon the way the silage is 
packed Molds require air for their 
growth and if the corn is put in the] 


oil when it is too mature or too dry 


there is not enough moisture to pack 
it compactly, the air is not entirely 
excluded, hetice molds grow and de- 
velop InSufficient tramping also 
leaves air pockets which give the 


molds an opportunity to grow. 


As far as known there is no con- 
clusive evidence to show that moldy 
silage is fatally poisonous to cattle. 


Chere is not much doubt but that it 


ometimes causes digestive disturb 
ances and there are good reasons to 
believe that it is frequently fatal to 
horses and sheep, Cattle, however, 
do not seem to be seriously affected 
by it Nevertheless, the safest pol- 
icy is to always discard moldy silage. 
Henry’s and Morrison's Feeds and 


Feeding, says: “Spoiled, moldy silage 
should always be discarded, and 
special care taken to feed no such 
material to sheep or horses, which 
are much more easily affected by it 
than cattle.”

Lifeboats to Protect 
The Shipwrecked 


New Life Raft Supplied With 
Artificial Heat. 

The drawback to most of the exist- 
ing forms of lifeboats or life-saving 
rafts is that the occupants are expos- 
ed to wind and sea, being drenched 
with spray in bad weather and having 
no means of warming or drying 
themselves. The invention of a Hull 
man bids fair to overcome this dan- 
ger, as in his life-raft the shipwreck- 
ed are completely protected frem the 
elements, and are plentifully supplied 
with air, and, if necessary, with arti- 
ficial heat. Hitherto the chief diifi- 
culty has been to admit air into en- 
closed floating chambers while keep- 
ing out water in a rough sea, but 
this problem has been solved by an 
ingeniously contrived wire trap-door 
in the top of each chamber. In the 
full-sized raft it is proposed to make 
each tank eight feet square, giving ac- 
commodation for 25 persons, and pro- 
vision for a wireless installation is to 
be made, where this is thought advis- 
able. Ample room would be avail- 
able for heating apparatus and for 
stores of food and drink.

Iron shutters have probably caused 
more riots, massacres and pogroms 
in the Levant than political agitators. 
All shops in the Near East are pro- 
vided with rolling iron shutters which 
work in iron grooves.

Every time 
there is rumor of any sort of trouble 
some timid mefchant slams down his 
shutters to protect his plate glass.
